The ultimate purpose of the legislation is to break the **chaln of 
poverty** and to alleviate the poverty syndrome of poor educaticmal achieve- 
ment, negative self-image, limited aspirations and numerous other condi- 
tions exhibited by disadvantaged children* Through special educational 
programming for deprived children, it Is anticipated that renewed Interest 
in learning will raise the goals of the disadvantaged and benefit society. 

Local educational agencies were able to eiq>and, initiate and improve 
programs for the educationally disadvantaged children attending public 
and non-public schools through the use of resources provided by Title I, 
ESKA. This publication is supplied to you for your information and use 



in future educational planning.

TMa publication bwadly detail* the programmed expenditure of 
$109*284,046.65 of Fiscal Year 1966 Title X, ESEA federal fundi in New 
York State. Theie fundi arc identified as categorical aid, alnce they 
muat be uied for ipeclal educational prograai for selected diaad'vantaged 
children and youth. 

As this publication is reviewed it will be obvloui that a wide 
variety of compensatory education programs was designed and implemented 
in the local education agencies to meet the needs of the educationally 
disadvantaged and that these eligible pupil* were offered new and expanded 
educational experiences. 

At present, the evidence is nc. as yet conclusive as to the influence 
these programs have had upon the pupil participants. However* if Ingenuity, 
effort, energy and money arc> reliable barometer* of inherent quality, the 
results will be positive. 

In New York State the eligible agency for Title X funding is the local 
educational agency. At the discretion of the local school district ad- 
ministrators, program applications may be prepared and submitted to the New 
York State Education Department for approval in a combination of ways: 

1. Administrator* may submit a program designed to be implemented 
and administered by the local school district only. 

2. Administrators may plan a program in cooperation with another 
school district. One of the school districts concerned Is 
designated as the administering agency and is responsible 
for dUnplementatlon, fiscal management and evaluation of 

the project. Program* of this nature are identified In 
thli publication with the letter (J) for Joint program. 
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3. k board of adueatlon may petition^ by resolution* a Board 
of Cooperative Sduceatlonal Serrices (B0CB8) to detita 
and/ or administer a program for it« Tmo or more sobool 
districts must petition the BOCES before it eon aaaept 
the petition* the program to be offered should be 
equitably progranaed in the school districts oonctmsd*

The total amount of federal funds Indicated to support sny one par* 
tlcular project represents an approximation of cost* Since the final 
financial reports from school districts have not been thoroughly audited* 
it is impodslble to determine the exact cost of a project* Final auditing 
may show minor differences due to the inability of the school districts to 
hire sufficient staff* to enter into program contracts* to purchase de- 
sired equipment and materials or to completely fulfill all of their program 
intentions as originally indicated in the program applications*

EUBLIC LAW 89-313 



An amendment to the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 dea- 
Ignated as Public Law 89-313 includes the provision for grants to State agencies 
which are directly responsible for providing, on a non-school district basis 
free public education for handicapped children (Including mentally handicapped, 
retarded, hard of hearing, deaf and speech impaired, physically handicapped, 
seriously emotionally disturbed, crippled or other health impaired children) 
who by reason thereof require special education. 

In New York State, these grants were made available for fiscal year 1966 
to the State Education Department for its State operated schools for deaf child- 
ren at Rome and blind children at Batavia and twelve State supported schools 
which provide services for handicapped children. Other State agencies which 
received grants Included the Departmer:*. of Mental Hygiene, Department of Health 
and the Division for Youth. The procedures of processing applications and ap- 
proval of programs and services for State agencies are coordinated through the 

Office of the (k)ordlnator. Title I, ESEA.
